AMB BENNETT TALKED WITH HENNIG, PERSONAL ASSISTANT TO SYG, 

ABOUT PHRASEOLOGY OF SYG STATEMENT GIVEN PRESS JAN. 23 WHICH 
GAVE IMPRESSION UN CONFERENCE ON ENERGY ALREADY ANNOUNCED AS 
FACT AND MODALITIES NOW BEING WORKED OUT. HENNIG EXPRESSED 
SURPRISE OVER STATEMENT, WHICH, HE SAID, HE HAD NOT SEEN, ASSER- 
TED IT OBVIOUSLY WENT FARTHER THAN WHAT HE UNDERSTOOD SYG'S

ACCEPT HIS MISSION S RECOMMENDATION THAT SPECIAL SESSION OF ECOSOC 
BE CALLED ON ENERGY. INSTRUCTIONS WERE FIRST PRIORITY IN HANDLING 
ENERGY MATTER IS FEB. 1 1 WASHINGTON CONFERENCE, AND AFTER THAT 
HAGUE WOULD TAKE ANOTHER LOOK AT POSSIBILITY OF SPECIAL SESSION.

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REFUSED ACCEPT ANY OF THEM AND MADE NO ACCEPTABLE COUNTER-

USDEL AGREED TO SUGGESTION MADE IN COMITE JAN. 22 THAT

GENERAL PROBLEM OF SECURITY AND THAT SECRETARIAT WOULD BE 
ASKED TO COMPILE SUGGESTIONS BY DELS ON SUBJECT. COSTA RICA 
AND HONDURAS WERE WELCOMED AS NEW MEMBERS. 

SERGEI SMIRNOV (SMUN) COMPLAINED ABOUT INTRUSION INTO APARTMENT

INSTRUMENT WHICH MIGHT BE ELABORATED. JAN. 23. COMMISSION VOTED,

UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL - 

GC JAN. 23 UNANIMOUSLY ACCEPTED PHILIPPINES INVITATION TO 
HOLD NEXT SESSION IN MANILA (JUNE 5-24). AFTER FIVE DAYS OF 
PLENARY AND WORKING GROUP DISCUSSIONS, GC ACCEPTED BY CONSENSUS 
FORMULA ON COUNTRY IPF'S ON BASIS OF COMPROMISE WORKED OUT AT 
16TH SESSION, I.E., NO GROWTH IN IPF'S FOR PER CAPITA GNP 
COUNTRIES OVER $700 AND COUNTRIES OVER $500 PER CAPITA GNP TO 
BECOME NET CONTRIBUTORS. CRITERIA AND METHODOLOGY FOR REGIONAL 
IPF'S TO BE WORKED OUT AT LATER SESSION, THOUGH ALL AGREED 
AFRICA AND ASIA SHOULD SHARE SUBSTANTIAL NEW RESOURCES WHITE. 

LA, EUROPE, MEDITERRANEAN AND ME REGIONAL ALLOCATIONS WOULD REMAIN 
MORE OR LESS STAGNANT IN SECOND CYCLE. 

SPEAKING ON PLANNING FIGURE CALCULATIONS, YOUNG (UK), 

WHILE ACCEPTING CONSENSUS, SAID UK COULD NOT COMMIT ITSELF TO 
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SPECIFIC TARGET FOR INCREASED CONTRIBUTIONS. VAN DYKE STATED USDEL 
WAS HAPPY TO PARTICIPATE IN HISTORIC DECISION, BUT HE CONSIDERED 
IT IMPORTANT THAT ADMINISTRATOR BE SUCCESSFUL IN INDUCING 
WEALTHIER RECIPIENT COUNTRIES TO INCREASE THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS

HE URGED UNDP ADMINISTRATOR TO TREAT THIS IMPORTANT POLICY MATTER 
FULLY IN HIS ANNUAL REPORT SO IT COULD BE DISCUSSED NEXT SESSION. 
DEPUTY ADMINISTRATOR PATEL SAID IT WAS NOT HIS INTENTION THAT 
UNDP SHOULD COMPETE WITH OTHER LEGITIMATE SOURCES OF FINANCE, 

AND HE ENVISAGED DISCUSSION IN JUNE IN CONNECTION WITH ACTIVI- 
IES OF CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT FUND. CANADIAN AND UPPER VOLTAN 
REPS AGREED WITH US THAT MATTER SHOULD BE EXPLORED.
